Democracy in Action 


Saturday, February 16 is an important 
date for rural residents of Alberta. On that 
date ratepayers of each municipal district 
meet in an annual get-together to nominate 
candidates for the March municipal elections 
and to discuss the business of the munici- 
pality. t 

From the discussions and motions at 
annual ratepayers’ meetings, the secretary, 
reeve and councillors get a more or less clear 
understanding of what is the will of their 
constituents. ‘ ; 

For ratepayers to be able to intelligently 
discuss the vital matters of essential munici- 
pal business, some municipal district councils 
have arranged for a weekly municipal paper, 
carrying news, minutes of meetings and ad- 
vertising of the municipal district council, to 
every ratepayer. Wherever this system has 
been given a fair trial, it has proven highly 
popular with the people, and is of inestimable 
value to the local governing body in keeping 
ratepayers informed of their own municipal 
business. 

We urge all ratepayers who can, to at- 
tend their annual, municipal meeting and 
take part in ‘democracy in action. 


Meyer Should Be Released 


All the recent hub-bub concerning Kurt 
Meyer being found in his home with his 
family looks to us like a put-up job by The 
Canadian. Press to embarrass the prison 
authorities in Germany and perhaps the 
Canadian government which holds those 
authorities responsible for Meyer's security. 

If the Canadian court which tried Meyer 
found him guilty, beyond doubt of murder, 
then he should have been given the death 
penalty in keeping with our Canadian laws. 
We don’t agree that capital punishment is 
the solution even in cases of civilian homi- 
cide, however, and much less can be said for 
it after a war when all sides indulged in the 
art of killing. Just the same, if Meyer was 
legally subject to the order of our courts, 
and if found guilty of murder he should have 
been hanged. But if there was a doubt about 
it, he should have been released. _ 

But as we chose to sentence him to life 
imprisonment we had our choice of keeping 
him here or turning him over to German 
prison authorities. We took the latter 
course and now because some nosey Cana- 
dian Press reporter found the man at home 
on leave, in accordance with German prison 
rules, we raise a big fuss. 

Let’s not be vindictive in our dealings 
with a fallen foe. Let's not be childish in 
handing out justice. Meyer should be re- 
leased and, as has been suggested by experi- 
enced Canadian veterans, put to work, build- 
ing un a strong German army. in defence of 
the West. 


Note and Comment 


After nearly a quarter-of-a-century with 
the Federal Department of Agriculture, Jack 
3vers has retired. Well known to’ livestock 
men throughout Canada and particularly to 
ranchers and stockmen in the West, he was 
employed as Supervisor of Livestock Pro- 
duction.

A New Era In Agriculture 


At the annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, there was a demonstration of a 
synthetic chemical named Krillium, that 
converts non-productive into productive 
soil in a matter of hours instead of years 
or generations required by present methods. 
Krillium is not a fertilizer but a soil condi- 
tioner which restores the physical structure 
of the soil to the proper consistency, thus 
enabling plants to get the proper amount of 
oxygen, water and nutrients from the soil. 

This development marks the beginning 
of a revolutionary era. in agriculture. It 
is conceivable that in the distant future 
deserts may be turned into rich farm land. 
Old worn-out land may become farm fron- 
tiers. 

Unfortunately, Krillium is still in the 
development stage and will not be on the 
market in substantial quantities before 
1953. It is expected, however, that one 
pound of Krillium will cost around two 
dollars and that it will have essentially 
the same. effect on soil structure as five 
hundred pounds of commercial compost, 
which. sells at about two and one-half 
cents a pound. 


In view of the fact that communism 
thrives among people who live on soils 
that no longer produce enough food to 
support them, we feel that this new syn- 
thetic soil conditioner may prove to be a 
very effective weapon in the fight against 
communism. 


How the East Escapes 


The Winnipeg Free Press explains how 
most of. the 62 per cent increase in freight 
rates since 1948 is borne by the people of 
the prairie provinces of Western Canada. 

In the east the railways must meet com- 
petitive freight rates from water and truck 
competition. As a result, according to the 
Free Press, out of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way total traffic of $347,525,624 per year 
$114,290,183, almost entirely in the east, is 
totally exempted from percentage increases. 
The full-weight of the increases falls upon 
$203,058,829 of traffic, most of which is 
either in Western Canada or chargeable to 
western consumers. Exactly the same con- 
ditions apply to the Canadian National 
Railways. 


Skipping Sessions 


Women teachers are usually the first to 
rush to the city at convention time, yet many 
are notably absent from sessions. In ‘this, 
they can’t altogether be blamed. Some con- 
vention speakers are notoriously dull — and 
the big department stores are all a-glitter 
with new frocks, hats and lingerie. Even 
just plain old-fashioned window shopping is 
more interesting than the liveliest discussion 
on modern methods of education. 

While covering a teachers’ convention for 
her newspaper, the Buffalo (N.Y.) Evening 
News recently, Sue Fruchtbaum, a girl news- 
hound, got this advice from one of the wo- 
men delegates from a rural school. “When 
you've been attending these sessions as long 
as I have, Dearie, you won't take so many 


notes. Why don’t.you go out shopping? 
You can read all about it in the news- 
papers.” 


Where Wild Geese Go 


Despite hunters’ tales to the contrary, 
the year 1951. saw an increase in numbers 
of ducks, geese and brant migrating all 
across the country. The four aerial channels 
most migratory birds follow were used by 
larger flights of birds last year than in 
several years. 

Many of the birds using these routes 
fly non-stop for thousands of miles. The 
Arctic tern seems to be the champion dis- 
tance migrator, He leaves islands rimming 
the Arctic Sea, crosses the ocean to Europe, 
flies down the West African coast and re- 
turns in spring via South America, Others 
travel similar distances, 

Despite progress tracing migratory 
routes, no one has yet established how these 
remarkable birds navigate the same course 
year after year. American and Canadian 
geologists have definitely determined, how- 
ever, that the migratory population of these 
birds increased in 1951, despite all claims to 
the contrary by frustrated duck and geese 
hunters, 
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AGAINST GAS EXPORT 


Export of natural gas is a 
question of major importance in 
Alberta at the beginning of 1952. 

Apart from the fabulous wealth 
in oil discoveries of the past 
three years, Alberta is fast be- 
coming an important industrial 
centre. Natural gas is the first 
factor in decisions for the loca- 
tion of many large industries. 
At the first of January, 1952, 
Canadian Industries Limited, 
Sherritt Gordon Limited, Cana- 
dian Chemicals Limited and Build- 
ing Products Limited have each 
acquired sites for erection of 
plants, several of which are al- 
ready under construction, 

If natural gas is to be piped to 
the west coast, would such in- 
dustrial ventures choose coastal 
rather than prairie advantages? 

Shou'd oil and natural gas be 
piped east, refineries at different 
locations could provide the by- 
prodve's for industriak develcp-

Damp Grain—Its Seed Value 

Germination tests already com- 
pleted by the Line Elevators Farm 
Service on more than 7,000 farmers’ 
cod-grain samples emphasize the 
fol'owing points with respect to the 
value of damp grain for seed. 

Delayed Germination. An unusu- 
‘uly large amount of damp grain is 
beg held) on western farms. this 
er for seed. Damp grain pre- 
scnts a real germination problem 
Owing to the fact that high mois 
tu® content is .associated with 
‘ayed germination (strong seed 
‘lorthaney), seed-grain stored under 
damp conditions in the farm bin 
will not germinate satisfactorily 
until warm. Spring weather occurs 

lTowever, if a farmer’s grain is 
reasonably dry, containing less than 

! moisture, a germination test 
wade this winter will give a reliable 
indication of its ability to germinate 
m the Spring, and hence its true 
value for seeding purposes. 

Recommendations. The germina- 
tien tests made by this Depart- 
ment strongly support the following 
official recommendations with re- 
spect to the use of damp grain for 
seed: (1) Wheat, Oats and Barley 
containing more than 16% moisture 
or Flax with over 1242% moisture 
should not be used for seed, (2) No 
farmer should rely on securing 

“good” seed from grain crops that 
will remain unthreshed until Spring 

(3) Under no cireumstances should 
heated, “moldy”, or otherwise dam- 
aged, or “out-of-condition” grain be 
used for seed. (4) Any grain that 
has been dried by artificial means 
should be tested for germination, as 
artificial drying is likely to seriously 
injure its germinability, 

‘Play Safe. Every farmer in West- 
ern Canada should make sure the 
grain he plans on using for seed this 
Spring germinates satisfactorily. Ii 
you have to secure new seed, play 
safe and order your seed require 
ments now. Farmers who are com- 

pelled to use damp grain for seed 
Fw seek advice on its use from 


their local Agricultural Representa- 
tive, or the t Science or Field
